Russia, Germany and Austria Make 
Preparations for the Fray. 


| Emperor Francis Joseph’s Recent

Other Foreign News—Russian Projects 
for Giving Work and Bread to Starv- 
ing Peasants—Mysterious Shoot.

tersburg correspondent says: “Owing 
te She ecaling of French enthusiasm for 
Russian aiance the Russian Minister 
of War has abandoned the project of 


the utmost dispatch in filling the old 
Berlin cartridges with smokeless pow- 
der. The seasoned regiments in Fin- 
land will be transferred to the Austrian 
frontier and recruits sent to Finland. 
These measures are presumed to be due 
to the Austrian Emperor’s recent alarm- 
ist speech. 

Nov. 18.—Well-founded re- 
ports are current here that the Russian 
government has ordered 40,000 troops 
dispatched tothe Polish frontier and 
that the number of barrack huts in that 
region will be largely increased. In 
consequence it is reported the Austrian 
government has ordereda large num- 
ber of officers and men dispatched to 
strengthen the frontier guards. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—The German War 
Office has ordered a large number of 
portable tents manufactured for the tse 
ofthe eastern army corps with a view to 
the protection of the troops from in- 


clement weatherin the event of war 
with Russia. 


THE RUSSIAN FAMINE. 


Relief Measures Proposed by the Govern- 
ment—More Revolts. 

St. Peterssure, Nov. 18.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] Owing to the 
exceptional severity of she weather the 
government has given orders thatanert: 
on the eastern portion of thé Siveften 
Railway shall be suspended for the 
present. As a measure of relief to 
many peasantsin the famine-stricken 
districts the government is considering 
the advisability of engaging thousands 
of them to work in the construction of 
the Siberian road during the winter. 
The work of building the line will be 
resumed as soon as the weather moder- 
ates sufficiently. The Czarevitch will 
shortly undertake supreme direction of 
the work of construction,

THE MINING CONGRESS. 


It Opens at Denver with Brilliant 
| Scenes. 


Senator Stewart of Nevada at Once Secures 
_ the Floor and Delivers a Speech 
{mn Favor of Free 
Coinage. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Denver (Colo.,) Nov. 18.—]By the 
Associated Press.}] The dedication of 
the Eldorado Mining Stock Exchange 
Building and opening of the First 
National Mining Congress were cele- 
brated here today. This morning there 
was a street parade in which miners 
and all interésted in mining took 
part. There were alsofloats bearing 
mining machinery in motion and a 
great many tableaux indicative of im- 

portant features of mining. 

At the dedication speeches were 
made by President Taylor of the Min- 
ing Exchange, Mayor Rogers of Denver 
and others. All the speakers advocated 
the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver. 

In the afternoon the Mining Congress 
was opened at the People’s Theater, 
with exrGov. Tabor in the chair. Dele- 
gates from thirty-three States and Ter- 

vitories reported and it was understood 
Hon. Niles Segrles. formerly Chief 
Justice of California, would be elected 
permanent chairman. The recommen- 
dation has not yet been reported. 

The greater part of the session was 
occupied by Senator Stewart of Nevada, 
who delivered a long address upon the 
silver question. He urged the congress 
to adopt resolutions that would compel 
the National House of Representatives 
to pass laws restoring silver to a parity 
with gold. Resolutions favoring the 
coinage of the American product only, 
the Senator said, would not obtain 
twenty votes in the assembly. The 
gold ring has repudiated silver and they 
have reduced the issue of commercial 
paper to the narrow limits of gold. As 
a consequence the farmers are growing 

rer. The history of bank failures 
shows that their circulation was not 
enough to keep them in reserve funds. 
Why should there be hard times with 
twenty years of peace? Why should 
times be worse than at any other time 
in the century’? Want of money was 
the cause. 

Secretary Sherman and the Senator, 
after a visit to England and conference 
with the goldbugs, returned home and 
surreptitiously incorporated in the bill 
a clause rejecting silver. If this had 
been done to gold it would not be worth 
25 cents on the dollar. If it should 
not be used for money it would have no 
commercial value. But silver was uni- 


versally circulated. It could not 
be destroyed but it could be de- 
preciated. There was no surplus 


bullion cin the world previous to 
1890. The entire product was used for 
commercial purposes. 
was constantly selling silver short. 

The interest payments of that nation 
were $80,000,000 annuatl¥ and sere. 
derived from the sale of silver’ When 
silver went up last year England sold 
twice as much as the requirements of 
the nation demanded, and they would 
do this as long as silver remained a com- 
modity. He protested against the long 
dollar, The ceuntry was being robbed.

A Day of Wrangling and Recrimina- 
tion Among Delegates, 


They Split on the Third Party and 
Sub-treasury «Rocks. 


Lack of Funds Sending Many Members to 
Homes—An Unexpected Weak. 
ness of the Alliance sSuad- 
denly Disclosed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The longer thé Alliance 


‘remains in session the farther apart 


grow the various factions, as it ap- 
peared this morning. It seems impossi- 
ble to settle the various organizations 
down to any definite plan of action or 
to any united policy. The third party 
fight is in earnest, and every movement 
is with more or less direct reference to 
this main issue. A split in the Alliance 
on the sub-treasury and land-loan prin- 
ciples now seems inevitable. 

The open meeting of the Alliance this 
morning was a complete fizzle, and 
lasted but a few moments. When the 
executive session opened, the trouble 
over the sub-treasury matter began. A 


communication was received from the 


Anti-sub-treasury Alliance asking a 


hearing on the protest prepared by W. 


Pope Yeamans of Missouri on instruc- 
tions from the St. Louis convention last 
September. 

The McCune faction opposed any 
hearing, but Livingstone of Georgia 
moved the appointment of a committee 
of five to read the protest andsreport to 
the Alliance whether or not it should 
be read. On this motion—which was 
finally carried by a two-thirds vote—a 
bitter fight was made by the McCune 
men, who made the charge that the 
Georgia faction had attempted to as- 
sassinate McCune in Mississippi. 

McAllister will leave Fort Worth, 
Tex., tomorrow, and from. there will 
formulate a call for a national meeting 
of anti-sub-treasury Alliance men. 
Separate organizations will be main- 
tained all over the country. 

Before adjournment of the executive 
session a significant action was taken, 
which shows that the protest of the 
anti-sub-treasury people will receive 
very little consideration. A resolution 
was adopted, almost unanimously, re- 
affirming the adherence of the Alliance 
to every plank in the Rochdale plat- 
form. McCune’s resolution to reduce 
representation one half is likely to pass, 
and is causing no end of uneasiness to 
delegates whocome here with narrow 
allowance of funds. It developed that 
the treasury is nearly empty, and unless 
representation is reduced there will not 
be enough moffey to pay all the dele- 
gates. The Alliance has been falling 
off in many States, and State Alliances 
have been unable to furnish their quota 
of the assessment to the national body. 

At the Reform Press Association 
meeting this morning it was decided 
to permit members who gave their ad- 
herence to the main principle of the 
Alliance to advocate or oppose whatso- 
ever minor ideas they please. 

The Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Associa- 
tion was in secret session till l o’clock 
this afternoon on routine business. 

The State agent adopted this morn- 
ing the Rochdale plan, which contem- 
plates cash sales at Alliance stores and 
division of the profits among patrons. 
This is regarded as a black eye for the 
Union Company. 

That portion of the Executive Com- 

mittee of the People’s party now here 
is in almost continuous session. Its 
efforts are mostly directed toward con- 
solidation of the various industrial 
bodies in the hope of getting a final in- 
dorsement of the third party idea. 
The Farmers’ Mutual Benefit As- 
sociation is having a hard time 
About half 
the organization is delinquent and there 
is no money for delegates. As a conse- 
quence the Ohio delegation left the 
house at 1 o’clock and many more 
threaten to leave this afternoon and 
evening unless the matter is adjusted. 
As no means of adjusting. the matter is 
presented, it seems probable that the 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association 
part of the proceedings will soon come 
to an end. | 

The difficulty over representation 
arose from the failure of the State sec- 
retarys to report the falling off in mem- 
bership which has occurred in various 
States, especially in Texas and Missis- 
sippi, where there is great opposition to 
McCune and the sub-treasury plan. 
This neglect was intentional, having 
been ordered by the National League on 
account of the detrimental effects such 
reports would have on the order. 

After the appointment of a committee 
to hear the protest of the anti-sub- 
treasury men the convention adopted a 
resolution to stand by the sub-treasury 
plan. 

The Livinastene Committee met 
McAllister, Yeamans and others tonight 
and listened to the reading of the pro- 
test. After it had been read Living- 
stone said: “Now when you break 
down our relief plan what do you pro- 
| pose to offer as a substitute?’’ 

Mr. Yeamans replied that his com- 
mittee was not empowered to frame a 
platform. They could readily improve 
on the measures protested against. It 
was finally decided that Yeamans be 
allowed to appear before the National 
Alliance tomorrow night, present the 
protest and elaborate thereon as he de- 
sired, with the ynderstanding that a 
member be allowed to reply to him. 


A local paper says that at today’s ses- | 


sion of the council resolutions offered 
by Delegate Branch of Georgia created 
quite a fuss. They were politica! in na- 
ture, declaring that a large number of 


men had been elected-to- Congress 


Alliance votes and demanding that they 
support no man for Speaker who would 


not first declare for the Alliance plat-— 


form. Alliance Congressmen should 
nominate one of their own men and 


stick to him. They further admonishéd 


Alliance men throughout the country to 
beware of committing themselves to 
any party in such manner as to inter- 


fere with their freedom of political ac- 


tion or taking any position in favor of 


men or party notin sympathy with Al- 
liance principles. When the resolutions 
were introduced some opposed them in 
vehement speeches. Livingstone also 


finally referred to a committee. 

An effort to make the platform of the 
Alliance more radical on the subject of 
government ownership of railroad and 
telegraph lines also bronght out a warm 
discussion and the resolution went to 
the Committee on Legislative Demands 
with a prospect of a favorable report.

The Defeat of a Siontabin Tribe of 
Sioux by Brave Yeung Crows. 

Captain H. J. King, of Chamberlain, 8. 
D., is one of the best known Missouri river 
steambont captains in the west, having 
been running on the upper river constantly 
for the past twenty-eight years. The cap- 
tait is a good story teller, and while speak- 
ing of the early Indian troubles on the up- 

r river told how the valor of a body of 

boys turned the tide of battle. 

In August, 1875, the steamer Katie P. 
Kountz and other steamers were unable to 
proseed to Fort Benton, their destination, 
| OD account of the extreme low water, and 
| were compelled to discharge their cargoes 
‘et Cow Island, 120 miles below Benton. 
The cargoes consisted mostly of govern- 
ment supplies for the military posts in the 
upper country. A company of infantry 
was sent from Fort Shaw to guard the 
supplies, aid while in camp some 800 
Sioux came in and attacked the guard 
camp, which had been re-enfopoed by some 


| Crow Indians, 


The Crows at dnce sallied out and en- 
gaged the Sioux in combat, but were soon 
defeated and driven back intocamp. The 
Crows then sent a runner to'their village 
for re-enforcements. The re-enforcements 
arrived in due time and they again made 
an attack upon the Sioux, who once more 
defeated them, and the Crows were com- 
polled to retreat to their white allies, who 

fortified themselves behind the boxes 
and barrels of supplies. 

After the second defeat the news was 
soon received at the Crow village, and the 
squaws promptly armed all the boys be- 
tween the ages of ten.and eighteen—about 
200 in all—and sent them tothe assistance 
of their fathers and relatives. Upon ap 
pearing in view of the besieged camp, dash- 


ing along with whoop and yell, the Crows 
their swift little ponies and | 


/ 


| attempted to stop the boys and prevent 


them from entering the battle, but they 
might as well bave tried to stop a cyclone. 

The boys scattered out and eluded their 
elders and immediately attacked the large 
body of Sioux. Seeing their young men 
hotly engaged in battle with the hated foe 
was too much for the old warriors, and ut- 
tering their fierce battle cry they went to 
their assistance, and the battle between 
the Sioux and Crows became general. Not- 
withstanding the bravery of the Sioux, 
they were unable to long withstand the 
fierce attack of the Crows, and soon began 
to retreat up Cow creek, a smal! stream 
that enters the Missouri near the spot 
where the battle commenced. 

A week after the fight Captain King ar- 
rived there on the steamer General Meade, 
loaded with private cargo, and owing to 
the same cause that stopped -other boats 
from going farther up theriver found it 
necessary to remain there, and the captain 
and party went to Benton by pony to make 
arrangements to have the freight brought 
by the steamer transported overland to 
that point. In going to Benton their road 
day along the entire length of the battie 
ground, and the terrible havoc wrought by 
the Crows and Sioux could still be plainly 
seen. Dead Indians, dead ponies, blankets, 
war implements, etc., were strewed over 
the entire eighteen miles where the run- 
ning fight had taken place. In fear of 
their own scalps none of the party jingered 
long enough to collect any of the relics.— 
Chicago Mail.

One of the Most Peculiar Assaults 
on Record. 


The Defendant Claims That [t isa Put-uap 
Job and Says He will Have No 
Trouble to Prove His In- 
nocence. 


There is rather a singular damage 
case before the courts of this county 
and when it comes up for trial next 
month the prospects for numerous sen- 
sational developments are good. 


Several private detectives have been ~ 


working on the case but they are decid- 
edly close-mouthed on both sides and 
only a portion of the story can be 
learned. 


The plaintiff, who is a middig-aged 
German woman living near the Wolfs- 
kill depot, demands 820.000 damages 
and the support of her infant child. She 
sets forth in her complaint that she was 
seduced by a German in whom she had 
the utmost confidence. 

He called at her house a number of 
times, but never made any improper 
advances, and she was led to believe 
that he wished to make her his wife in 
an honorable manner, and as he is well 
fixed so far as this world’s goods are 
concerned, she did not object to his at- 
tentions. 

All went smooth until one day when 

he called, and not finding her in the 
front part of the house he started on a 
tour of inspection. Just as he reached 
the back yard she was emerging ffYom a 
little outhouse, and the moment he saw 
her he rushed to her side, grabbed her 
by the arms and violently shoved her 
back in the outhouse. He then placed 
one of his hands over her mouth so that 
she could not call for assistance, and 
outraged her person. 
_ The outcome of his brutal conduct 
was the birth of a baby, and plaiatiff 
thinks her aged lover should be com- 
pelled to pay the costs. The papers 
were served onthe defendant a few 
days ago, and he declares that the 
whole thing is a put-up job, and he will 
be able to clear himself when the case 
comes to trial. 

One of the detectives in conversation 
with a Times reporter the other day 
stated that it was the most singular 
case he ever had anything to do with. 

“The defendant,”’ said he, ‘‘is quite a 
prominent citizen of this place, and has 
always borne a good reputation, and no 
one has ever said a word against him.”’ 


Heaid at Elsinore. 

A private letter received in this city 
last evening from Elsinore states that 
F. H. Heald, the real estate operator of 
that place, arrested in this city on Sat- 
urday last on a charge of having sold a 
number of lots twice, had arrived in 
Elsinore Monday night and been at 
once bailed out.

"BACK FROM THE ARCTIC. 


A Whaler’s Adventurous Cruise Lasting 
Over Two Years. 

San Francisco, Nov. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The whaling schooner 
Hicoline, Capt. Heresdeen, arrived this 
morning after an absence of over two 
years in the Arctic Ocean. The 
schooner had several times been re- 
ported here as lost. Capt. Heresdeen 
says that the crew passed the winter of 
1889 at Elsom Bay: The ice broke up 
July 28, 1890, and pressed the schooner 
out of the water and on tothe beach, 
fortunately doingno damage. Whaling 
had , previously been poor, as the 
weather was intensely cold and the ice 
did not move. Consequently very few 
whales were seen. August 6, 1890, 
after having received supplies and sé- 
during two white men and five natives 
to assist the crew, the schooner started 
eastward and reached Herschel Island 
August 27. Here several steamers and 
the schooner Silver Wave were found. 
The Hicoline proceeded as far as Key- 
point, and sighting whales returned to 
Herschel Island to winter. 

The homeward trip commenced July 
19 last. On September 28 a gale, 
lasting five days, did much damage to 
the vessel. Gales and bad weather ac- 
companied the schooner within eight 
days of this port. The vessel’s cargo 


consists of 500 pounds of ivory and a” 


few bear skins. but the captain states 
that the crew is satisfied to return 
home, even with such a small showing, 
as it more than once seemed that the 
schooner would never reach San Fran- 
cisco,

The Season’s Yield ot Dry Wines Will be 
Light. 
OSan Franoisco, Nov. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]

CHARGES OF FRAUD. 


Sixteen Heirs of Charies Durkee Suing for 
His Estate. 
CuicaGo, Nov. 18.—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.] Sixteen heirs of Charles 
Durkee, at one time Governor of Utah, 
began suit in the Federal Circuit Court 
today to recover over $500,000 of 
Durkee’s estate, which, it is charged, 
they did not receive because of the 
fraudulent acts of Franklin & Head 
of this city and Harvey Durkee, half 
brother of the deceased. These two 
latter were executors of the estate, and 
it is alleged that through their manipu- 
lations the rightful heirs were cheated.

THE CHURCHMEN. 


‘Socialism’? the Topic at the Epis- 
copal Congress. 


nent Clergymen—Rev. Dr. Hunting- 
ton of New York Opposed 
Landlords. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasuHiIneTon, Nov. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Rev. Reese F. Alsop of 
Brooklyn opened the second day’s pro- 
ceedings of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church Congress with an address on 
‘‘Socialism.”’ 

He pointed out the differences »be- 
tween the most noted advocates. of 


the present system of social economies, 
holding that’ if labor forced a change 
it might kill the goose: and lose the 
golden eggs. He did not believe the 
present condition as bad as it was made 
out. Thrift and enterprise rarely failed 
to reap profits. It was not true that 
the rich were getting richer and the 
poor poorer. The laborer today en- 
joyed luxuries not dreamed of a hundred 
years ago. There were abuses under 
the present system of wealth distribu- 
tion, such as vast monopolies and trusts, 
that led to illegitimate profits, but they 
were a disease to eradicate which the 
body need not be destroyed. . 

Prof. Gould of Philadelphia said that 
the serious evil of the socialistic sys- 
tem was the destruction of individual- 
ity. The pulpit should condemn con- 
stantly the moral evil of the present 
system, and people should be taught to 
live in a state of freedom according to 
the Master’s teachings. 

Rev. William Prall of Detroit spoke 
of the prevailing discontent among the 
laboring classes, based on the belief 
that they failed to receive their share 
of the world’s wealth. The differences 
between Christianity and socialism 
were found in the fallacious socialistic 
belief that changing the condition of 
men changed their characters. 

Rev. Dr. Kerkus ef Baitimore said 
that a most radical and stupid interpre- 
tation had been given the scriptures. 
Religion was never less than common 
sense. What would become of the fine 
arts under socialism? What would be- 
come of the freedom of the press? 

Rev. Mr. Huntington of New York 
agreed with Dr. Kerkus, but from ex- 
actly opposite reasons. He was not a 
Socialist, but .recognized that there is 


_discontent among the people, an intel- 


lectual discont moving toward social- 
ism. The capitalist was a hard-working 
man; the landowner was not. Men did 
line without iron, gold and silver, but 
never could live without land. Was it 
not absurd to class land, the gift of 
God, as private property with things 
man made? Hedid not favor division 
of land into little bits, but he hated 
landlords. His title was blasphemous, 
for there was but one landlord, and the 
human race were tenants. 

At the evening session the topic was 
“The Relations of the Clergy to Poli- 
tics.”’ Several addresses were made.

A Yachting Party Seattering Gold at 
Honolulu Which is Said to Have 
Been Stolen trom a Syd- 
ney Bank. 


By Teleqranh to The Tinuss. 

San Francisco, Nov. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The steamship Aus- 
tralia arrived this morning seven days 
from Honolulu. Advices received at 
the islands October 22, were to the ef- 
fect that the situation in Samoa was 
strained and that at King Malietoa’s 
request the faipule had agreed to issue 
a proclamation declaring Mataafa a 
rebel. The president of the council in 
announcing the King’s wish to the fai- 
pule is reported to have said: ‘‘It is 
now time for the government to be 
strong and seize Mataafa, and prose- 
cute him.’’ 

Hawaiian planters held a convention 
at Honolulu, beginning Octocer 26, and 
discussed a number of important topics, 
among them the foreign labor question, 
and the advisability of the extensive 
raising of coffee and tea on the island. 

Ex-Attorney-General Ashford  pub- 
lished an article October 380 in which 
he charged the press of Honolulu with 
being afraid to frankly discuss the situ- 
ation arising out of the changed con- 
ditions of reciprocity with the United 
States produced by the free. sugar sec- 
tion of the McKinley Bill. The Hono- 
lulu Bulletin commenting on the letter 
Says: 

The United States does not want to dis- 
turb our autonomy. Those reported utter- 
ances of her public men in favor of a pro- 
tectorate are based on the false light in 
which the Hawaiian situation is pregented 
by such writings as appear in Ka Leo 
(pewspaper) and to which Ashford's letter 
bears a somewhat close affinity. The rea- 
sons for Hawaiian independence are as 
strong today as they ever were, 

One hundred Japanese on the Ewa 
plantation who celebrated their Em- 
peror’s birthday by going on a strike 
were arrested November 4 and sen- 
tenced to pay $3 and costs each for re- 
fusing to perform contract service. 

The U.S.S. Pensacola is still at Hono- 
lulu. The U.S.S. Charleston had not 
arrived there when the Australia left 
the islands. 

Consul McKinley's advices from Hon- 
olulu under date of November 11 are 
‘to the effect that rumors regarding the 
ill health of Queen Lilioukalani which 
have appeared in American and English 
newspapers are without any foundation 
whatsoever and receive no attention in 
Honolulu, where the facts are Known. 
The advices state that the Queen’s 
health is excellent and that she devotes 
much attention to state duties. The 
Queen has commissioned Hon. A. §S. 
Cleghorn, father of the Princess, to be 
governor of Oahu. 

While there is considerable political 
discussion growing out of preparations 
for the next legislative campaign in the 
islands the discussion is marked with 
calmness and there are no signs of the 
disturbing elements that have been re- 
ported from time to time. | 


* A QUEER YACHTING PARTY, 


sailing About With a Lot of Gold Stolen 
From a Bank. 


Honouviv (Hawaii,) Nov. 11, via San} 


Francisco, Nov. 18.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The British yacht Beagle ar- 
rived here about September 1 with her 
owners, Messrs. Bloom aml D-uglass, 
on board, who spent money lavishly 
while here. On the arrival of the steam- 
ship Australia from the colonies last 
month it was announced that the West- 
minster Bank of Sfdney had been 
robbed of over 50,000 sovereigns, and 
photographs brought by detectives who 
came on the steamer tallied, it is 
claimed, with the appearance of. the 
owners of the yacht. The latter were 
at once arrested on acharge of smug- 
gling British coin, which did not appear 
onthe vessel's manifest, and on which 
there isa dutv fixed by the Hawaiian 
laws. A detective then went to San 
I’rancisco to cable to Sydney for fur- 
ther instructions, as there is no treaty 
between Australia and Hawaii cover- 
ing the case in points. 

The trial of the men was continued 
until the return of the steamer from 
San Francisco, which it was supposed 
would bring the detective and addi- 
tioflal evidence. As, however, the de- 
tective did not put inan appearance the 
yacht was searched, with the exception 
-of the hold, and, no sovereigns being 

feund, the case was dismissed. It was 
noted, however, that all sums expended 
by the men were in British sovereigns, 
and that the captain and cook left the 
vessel on her arrival. 

On being released a new crew was 
shipped and the vacht put to sea, her 

destination -being Japan.

Boston, Nov. 18,—[By the Associated 


Press.| This was the last day of the 


W.C.T.U. convention. The first report 
on the ‘Social Department’’ was given 
by Mrs. Anna M. Hammock of Pennsyl- 
vania. Mrs. Nicols reported progress 
from the State and county fair depart- 
ment. Mrs. R. A. Esmond made a re- 
port urging the use of unfermented wine 
upon all congregations for communion. 
She said the Bible wine was unfer- 
mented and modern church wine should 
be like it. In Pennsylvania fully one- 
third of the churches use fermented 
wine, but through the efforts of the 
W.C.T.U, the proportion 1s being grad- 
ually reduced. 

Mrs. Theresa A. Jenkins reported for 
the legal department, making an earn- 
est plea for the unrestricted enfran- 
chisement of women. She said that 
every State had reported progress. 
To her free ballot for woman is only a 
question of time. - 

Mrs. Hannah J. Bailey spoke for the 
peace and international arbitration de- 
partment, her remarks being full of the 
hopeful outlook for the future. 

It was voted that a telegram be sent 
to the President and Government of the 
United States against any belligerent 
action on the part of the United States 
toward Chile. 

In. the afternoon the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions was consid- 
resolutions, as adopted, 
pledge members to renewed efforts in 
the cause of total abstinence and pro-

Branch of Instruction.

Teach the 
Good Citizens.

‘‘Pasadena takes just pride in her schools. 
public and private, but there is one feature 
which has lately been introduced in some 
of the private schools of New York city 
whichI would like to see taken up here— 
namely, a systematic course of instruction 
in the duties and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. 

“In very few schools are even the ele- 
mentary principles of the American form 
of government taught, and so it happens 
that hundreds of thousands of the pupils 
of our common schools graduate into 
citizenship at 21 without the faintest 
notion of how to exercise their citizenship 
intelligently. In New York city there are 
twenty-one industrial schools under the 
management of the Children’s Aid Society, 
the 5000 pupils of which were allowed 
recently to vote on some question of local 
interest. The subject itself was not of 
special importance, but the familiarization 
of the children with the act of casting a 
ballot and the instruction that went along 
with the act were of the greatest import- 
ance. The children had been drilled in the 
folding of the ballots, taught their sig- 
nificance, and to repeat a formula declar- 
ing that thisgovernment is a republic gov- 
erned by its citizens through the ballot. 
The judges and inspectors of election in 
each school were pupils, the names of the 
little voters were checked off from an 
alphabetical list as each voted, and the 
votes were canvassed in the same way they 
are canvassed by an election board. 

‘“‘Here was a practical object lesson in 
citizenship. Why should not such a lesson 
be furnished in every public school in the 
country at least once a year? Why should 
not the pupils be taught during the school 
year the principles of our form of govern- 
ment, and aboutelection time, when their 
minds are full of the subject, be allowed to 
gothrough the form of an election asa 
means of applying the lesson upon free 
government that they have been studying? 
If the schools throughout the iand adopted 
such a custom it would not be long before 
every voter would know enough to cast his 
- ballot intelligently, and would be compe- 
tent to sitas an election officer. Let the 
New York example be followed. CITIZEN.”’

Pasadena has a great many robust young 
men, but she has no baseball team nor foot- 
balleleven. Why? 

_Pasadena’s principal business street isa 
mass of mud during the rainy season, and 
yet no steps are taken to pave it. Why? 

Pasadena once expected to have by this 
time the San Gabriel Valley Railroad, a 
mountain railroad, anew trunk line, and 
an electric road to Los Angeles, but she has 
not as yetanyofthem. Why? 

Pasadena has the finest climate in the 
world, the best and most beautifulof natu- 
ral surroundings, a representative class of 


residents, a high moral tone, plenty of bus~ 


iness, a rapidly-increasing population and 
the brightest prospects for the future, and 
vet there are a few croakers who live here 
and continue to croak. Why?

SNAKE FARM. 


Probably the Oddest Occupation Ever Fol- 
lowed by Man. 

GAINESVILLE (Mo.,) Nov. 11.—{Corre- 
spondence.] Probably the oddest occu- 
pation ever followed by man is that of 
an old Tennessean who lives about three 
miles from here in the Ozark mountains. 
It is George Jaynes, or, as he is known 
in this neighborhood, ‘‘Snaky George.”’ 
Jaynes came here from the mountains 
of Tennessee several years ago and fol- 
lowed the occupation of hunting fora 
living. He never got very much 
ahead, but managed to eke out a 
living by the sale of skins and 
game. He brought with him from 


oil, and sold several pints each season 
to the druggists in this part of the 
State. He always got a good price for 
itasit was of an excellent . quality. 
The rocks of the Ozarks abound with 
rattlesnakes, and Jaynes saw that if he 
went at it right he had a bonanza in the 
business. He looked about and found a 
piece of rocky land on the south side of 
the mountain which was absolutely 
worthless as fa¥ as agriculture was con- 
cerned. He entered this land as a 
homestead and began improving itin a 
most peculiar way... 
Instead of clearing sway the rocks he 
tried ta get morethere. He soon had 
built a veritable snakes’ retreat. The 
hillside was honeycombed with holes, 
and everything that a snake could de- 
sire to make life pleasant was to be 


found there. In the center’ of 
his forty-acre patch he built a 
house of stone. and -cemented it 
inside and out so as to prevent 


all visits from his live stock. Having 
arranged his farm to his satisfaction, 
he set about getting inhabitants for it. 
In this he had little trouble, for the hills 
abounded in snakes, and he knew how 
to catch and handle them without dan- 
ger. His daily excursions were taken 
with a view of bringing home a new 
resident for the farm, and his live stock 
increased with wonderful rapidity. 

About four years ago he completed 
his work of stocking his farm and now 
he is reaping the fruits of his acumen. 
Snakes are everywhere on the place, 
and on a warm day the sight on the hill 


back of the house would give a 
drinking man the impression that 
he ’em again.’’ Rattle- 


snakes of all sizes and conditions 
are seen lying around in profusion or 
crawling overthe rocks, squirming and 
twisting in heaps, while the deadly 
whir of the rattlesnakes makes a music 
which strikes terror to the heart of one 
unaccustomed tothe situation. Above 
all is that terribly nauseating odor 
which fills the whole air and drives 
away any who cannot bear an offensive 
scent. 

‘‘snaky George’’ estimates that there 
are ten thousand full grown -rattle- 
snakes on the place, and he kills on an 
average two ‘thousand every seasen, 
He kills only during the months of Sep- 
tember and October, for then 
they are fattest and are. full of 
oil. They are getting ready to go 
into winter quarters and are in prime 
condition. His method of catching 
them is simple. He has fed them on a 
certain cleared spot regularly ever 
since he has had them and they now 
come there at nis call. When he wants 
to catch them he stands on an elevated 
rock inthe place and as the reptiles 
swarm around him he catches them 
with a wire noose and kills as 
many as he can use. He then takesthe 
bodies to his house where he throws 
them into a cauldron and boils out the 
oil. This he packs in heavy bottles and 
ships to various wholesale druggists 
over the country, it being used in the 
preparation of various liniments. - One 
good-sized rattler will make a pint of 
oil, and this brings $1.50 a pint. It 
nets Jaynes $1.00 a pint after ailex- 
penses of rendering, bottling and _ ship- 
ping.

Following the lead of yesterday on the 
Wilson petition for a change in the plans 
in the boulevard plans, the following*ad- 
ditional interviews are submitted. 

C. A. Storke. The plan as adopted is cor- 
rect asIlunderstand. The agitation about 
using up horses over the boulevard is ridicu- 
lous. Itisnot to be a race track, but 
rather a parade stretch. No one would 
think of speeding a horse on such a place. 
The plan as adopted should stand, and the 
work go forward just as soon as possible. 

©.H. Frink. I signed the petition, but 
now that I see it would likely cause a delay 
in the matter, I shall ask that my name be 
taken off, forlam in favor of the enter- 
prise and opposed to any delay. Santa 
Barbara not only needs the boulevard, but 
other public improvements as well, and I 
am firmly in favor of making it just as at- 
tractive and beautiful as possible. 

E. W.Gaty. Irefused to sign Wilson's 
petition because I am opposed to any delay 
and opposed to gravel anyway. The latest 
constructed boulevards in the East and in 
Europe have the asphalt finish. Besides 
this, we have the shale and asphaltum right 
here; the gravel would have to be shipped 
in here. I have always regarded it as good 


policy to encourage and assist home enters 


prises, but if we now overthrow this asphalt 
feature we give a ‘‘black eye’’ to our Own 
industries. I should like to see all our 
Streets paved with asphaltum, and,if they 
were, it would add immensely to the value 
of every foot of property adjacent. 

W. C. Stratton. Iam opposed to issuing 
bonds for any purpose untilthe water ques- 
tion is disposed of. 

George S. Edwards. The boulevard isa 
luxury, and I am notin favor of it, except 
at a moderate outlay of money. 

A. L. Lincoln, Iam in favor of the bou- 


levard but have little doubt that, from a 


Sanitary point of view, the gravel surface 
would be preferable; but that the matter 
now is well under way, it would not be 
best probably to engraft any new features 
to the enterprise. — : 
’'T. H. Morrison. I am in favor of a gravel 
boulevard, but Iam not so anxious about it 
as to endanger the success of the scheme 
by having the whole grounds gone over 
again. Let us go forward with the enter- 
prise just as soon as possible. ; 

F. H. Knight. I ami in favor of the 
boulevard and strongly opposed to any 
new scheme calculated to delay its con- 
struction. 

J.J. Perkins. I refused to sign the peti- 
tion because Iam satisfied with the plans 
as adopted. I regard the petition as ill- 
timed and ill-advised and I told Mr. Wilson 
that I hoped he would let the matter drop. 

R. B. Cantield. I was one of the commit- 
tee appointed by the Improvement Society 
to urge this matter forward and emeaof 


| course, in tavor ot the boulevard, but I

A LITTLE MISUNDERSTANDING. 

As statedin this column heretofore it 
had been decided some time ago by the Min- 
isters’ Alliance of this city to hold the 
Thanksgiving union services this year in 
the new building of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, and that Mrs. Scudder of 
the Faith Mission had been selected to de- 
liver the sermon. It now seems that this 
plan has been changed. Atthe last meet- 
ing of the Alliance, composed of all the 
pastors in the city, the mattercame up 
again, when, to the astonishment of all the 
old pastors present, Rev. Mr. Eddington, 
the newly-appointed pastor of the church 
heretofore designated as the place for hold- 
ing these union. services, informed his 
brother clergymen that there were some 
objections to Mrs. Scudder and that he 
would preach the sermon under considera- 
tion himself. The ministers present there- 
upon informed the new paS8tor that they 
would change the place for the Thanksgiv- 
ing services from the South Church to the 
Christian Church, where there would be no 
opposition to Mrs. Scudder and where she 
will preach the Thanksgiving sermon. The 
objection to Mrs. Scudder has caused con- 
siderable reeling in certain quarters. 
What it is based on can only be conjectured 
so far, because it is understood that Mr. 
Eddington did not specify what it was or by 
whom made. It is conceded on all hands 
that Mrs. Scudder is an accomplished lady 
and one who stands high in the community.

POMONA. 


Important Business Transacted by 
the City Council. . 


An Electric Franchise Granted—A New 
Prohibitlon Ordinance Framed—The 
Sewer Agitation Continued— 
Notesand Personals. 


(THE TIMES conveys the news of the world 
to Pomona % hours in advance of the San 
Francisco papers. The Pomona branch 
office and agency is at Armour's Pharmacy, 
Second street, where advertisements, orders 
for the paper and news items are received. } 

The City Council met in adjourned session 
on Tuesday evening and transacted some 
important business. 

The first was the passing of the ordinance 
(No. 88,) giving to the San Antonio Light 
and Power Company the franchise to erect 
poles and stretch wires thereon through all 
the principal streets and alleys of Pomona, 
for the purpose of conducting and trans- 
mitting electricity for light and power. It 
is not an exclusive franchise, and the work 
of erecting the poles and placing@phe wires 
thereon must be begun within ninety days, 
and the light and power furnished within a 
year. This electric light and power is to be 
developed by water power at San Antonio 
Cafion, some twelve miles north of Pomona, 
and conducted to Pomona, San Bernardino, 
Ontario and other cities. 

The Street Committee was instructed to 
have Second street guttered with cobble 
stones from Garey avenue to Libbie street. 
The south side of thestreet has been so gut» 


tered and has proved very satisfactory. 


E. Keller and Ira F. White, as a commit- 
tee from the Board of Trade, requested the 
Council to take active steps toward investi- 
gating the sewerage question and finding 
out the probable cost of a desirable sewer- 
age system. The committee urged the ne- 
cessity of a proper system, and thought the 
sooner the ball was set rolling toward such 
asystem the better for Pomona. Health 
Officer Rose, who is coéperating with the 
Committee on S@wers from the Council, said 
‘that nothing had been done further than to 
examine the land where it was talked of 
making a sewerage farm. This land was 
too heavy in character and not at all suited 


to the purpose, and the owner wanted $300. 


per acre forit,--The best they can do now 
is to keep all out-houses clean, and that is 
being done in a satisfactory manner. Dr. 
Rose thought that more than nine-tenths of 
the people desired a thorough sewer sys- 
tem, and were ready to bear their share of 
the expense. The Committee on Sew. 
ers was instructed to confer and codéper- 
ate with the committee from the Board of 
trade, and the City Clerk instructed 
to write the city clerk of Los Angeles for 
the names of the men sent East by that city 
toexamine the sewer systems and secure 
such other information as he can. 

Fire Chief Keller requested that the 
council procure for the department a spray 
nozzle, a union coupling and a half dozen 
or more uniforms for the protection of 
firemen mostexposed. Referred tothe Fire 
Committee with power to act. The excel- 
lent work done by the fire department 
meets with the hearty approval of the 
Council. 

The city attorney reported that Dr. Nich. 
ols, manager of the Pomona Land and 
Water Company, had been notified that the 
Council requested them to have the hy- 
drants removed from obstructing the side- 
walks, and that he had through his son, 
éA--P:; Nichols, agreed to remove them. 

A petition signed by C. E. White and 
others asking that Burdick street, through 
block 150, be closed, was received and filed. 

A new prohibition ordinance, drawn by 


the city attorney, was read and filed for five 


days, Itis avery close prohibition ordi- 
nance, and is entitled: ‘An Ordinance for 
Police Regulation Relating to Places where 
Spirituous, Vinous, Malt or mixed Liquors 
are Deposited, Distributed, Sold, Delivered 
or Given Away.” 

It makes it a misdemeanor to sell, deliver 
or give away sucn liquors, or to aid in do- 
ing so, and renders liable to imprisonment 
for ten days and a fine of $150. It is also 
made a misdemeanor to have in possession 
such liquors, a bar, vessels. decanters and 
other articles, with the intent to use them 
in establishing or. keeping such a place. It 
is also made a misdemeanor to visit any 
place the establishing or keeping of which 
is prohibited;.or to transport within the 
city of Pomona such liquors or vessels con- 
taining them; orto let, leaseor rent a place 
to be used for such unlawful business. The 
ordinance declares all said liquors and the 
vessels containing them nuisances, the 
owner of which,on demand of the City 
Marshal, shall abate the same by pouring 


the liquors upon the ground and breaking 


and destroying the vessels. It is made the 
duty of the City Marshal and all police off- 
cers to put persons suspected of violating 
this ordinance under police surveillance, to 
detect the same using the right of search. 
The powers and duties of the City Marshal 
are greatly extended by it.

THE COURTS. 


The Asevado Burglary Trial 
Still in Progress. 


Some Strong Testimony Against the 
Defendant Yesterday. 


The Contest Over the Cohn Estate 
Continued. 


Attorneys for the Heirs Admit That Cohn 
Paid Delphina’s Bills—Judge Wade's. 
Courtroom—General Cour> 
Notes—New Cases. 


In Department One yesterday Jadge 
Smith and a jury were occupied for the 
| third successive day in the trial of the 


trio charged with the burglary of Ah 
Sic’s drug store on the night of Sep- 
tember 5 last. 

The proceedings commenced with the 
crogs-examination of Ah Ging, the lit- 
tle Mongolian who was upon the witness 
stand when court adjourned on Tuesday 
afternoon. He was followed by Solo- 
mon Benjamin, who proved to be an im- 
portant witness for the prosecution. 
He testified tothe effect that on. the 
night of the burglary and about two 
hours after its commission he was ac- 
costed by the defendant in front of the 
Pico House. Asevado offered to sell 
him an opium pipe, and after consider- 
able dickering he purchased it for $3. 
The pipe, which was produced and 
identified, had previously been identi- 
fied by Ah Sic and his partner as the 
identical article stolen from the chest, 
which was carried off. 

W. J. Hamilton, W. H. Auble, -Peter 
Wolf, S. Bevan, M. Naud, W. A. Bosqui 
and Francisco Sepulvedo were all ex- 
amined by the prosecution, each one 
adding his quota of evidence against 
the defendant, and court then ad- 
journed, the case being continued until 
this morning. 

THE COHN CONTEST. 

Th@aking of testimony in the trial 
of the contest over the estate of Ber- 
nard Cohn, deceased, was resumed be- 
fore Judge Clark in Department Two 
yesterday, the cross-examination of the 
witness Antonio Orfila being continued. 

At its conclusion Mrs. Marguerita C. 
de Reyes, the wife of Antonio Reyes, 
who was upon the stand on Tuesday, 
was called by the contestant and! cor- 
roborated her husband's testimonay, 
adding that while Cohn and Delphina 
were at the witness’ restaurant Cohn 
was taken ill with one of his spells of 
heart disease and had to be assisted into 
the next room, where he lay ona bed 
for about ten minutes. Delphina intro- 
duced Cohn as _ her husban Witness 
gave Cohn some “‘silautra,’’ a Spanish 
herb recipe. She did not know what 
was the matter with him, but she 
thought that would fix him up and it 
did. He got up later and they went 
away. 

Frederico Pereira, an aged Mexican, 
testified to the effect thathe did some 
work upon Delphina’s honse. on: the 


by Cohn, who was then a member of the 
firm of Hellman, Haas & Co, 

In 1888 he was engaged by Cohn ‘to 
repair the roof of the house on Sanse- 
vain street, whither they had in the 
meantime moved. Cohn met him in 
| front of the Pico House and told him to 
do the work. He said: ‘Frederick, go 
to my house on Sansevain street and 
tell my wife I sent you to fix the roof of 
the house.’’ When the witness got 
there he saw Delphina, told her for 
what purpose he was sent, and she said, 
‘‘Wait, and Bennie will show you what 
to do.’’ He waited, and the little boy 
took him up and showed him the roof 
which was to be repaired. The bill was 
subsequently paid by Cohn. 

While Cohn and Delphina lived on 
Bellevue avenue, near Ord street, one 
day he was passing on the opposite side 
of the street, and saw Cohn sitting on 
the porch of the house in which they 
lived, with a child by his side. 

Ss. M. White, Esq. .» at this juncture 
announced that in order to save time as 
much as possible, and to curtail the 
-trial, the defense would admit that Cohn 
paid Delphina’s bills, and with this 
point in cheir favor the contestant’s 
counsel proceeded to call witnesses to 
prove the relationship which existed be- 
tween the deceased and Delphina. 

W. K. Kilgore, A. F. Abbott and 
Charles Stevens were examined on this 
point during the afternoon session, and 
court adjourned at 4:30 o'clock for the 
fay. The case will be resumed again 
this morning. 

JUDGE WADE’S COURTROOM. 

Up to the present time the Board of 
Supervisors has not been officially noti- 
fied of Judge Wade's action regarding 
the fitting up and furnishing of his new 
court room, and asa matter of conse- 
quence the members of that body refuse 
to discuss the question when ap- 
proached on the subject. 

Sheriff Gibson is also inclined to be 
reticent on the subject, but it is under- 
stood that plans forthe new furniture 
are being prepared and will be sub- 
mitted to Judge Wade for his consider- 
ation within a few days, and that the 
furniture will be made in this city. 

That the Sheriff is compelled to pro- 
ceed to carry out the Court’s instruc- 
tions over the heads of the Board of 
Supervisors will readily be seen by the 
following: 

Judge Wade’s order of Monday last 
was drawn under, section 144 of the 
Civil Code, which provides that when 
the judge of ahy court has nota suit- 
able or commodious room for conduct- 
ing the business of the court the judge 
may direct the sheriff to provide him 
with one, and that the judge's certifi- 
cate of such having been furnished con- 
stitutes a legal liability upon the county 
and a demand upon the treasury which 
the treasurer is bound to pay.

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OLD SPAY NISiL ARCHIVES, 


They Are, Wanted by the Sur 
veyor-General., 


An Agent in the City to Take Pos- 
session of Them. 


An Exciting Scene in the Office of 
the City Clerk. 


Mr. Teed Declines to Give Up the Docu- 
ments Without an Order from the 
Cquncil—Histery of the 

Case.

The monotonous rontine of the City f 
Clerk's office was broken yesterday by 
a decidedly sensational incident, which 
might have resulted seriously had Mr. 
Teed been in his usual health, and not 
epféebled from the effects of a. three 
weeks’ tussle with incipient typhoid 
fever. 

On Saturday last a middle-aged man 
walked into the City Clerk's office and 
introduced himself as J. Alexander 
Forbes. He stated that he was the 
keeper‘of the Spanish and Mexican ar- 
chives in the office of the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral at San Francisco, and said that he 
had been instructed to visit Los Angeles 
and San Diego, gothrough the archives 
and take possession of such ofthe papers 
as in his judgment belonged to 
the United States, for the use ef the 
Surveyor-General’s office. Mr. Forbes 
exhibited an order from the Surveyor- 
Generali-to this effect, and also a copy 
of the law under. which he was acting. 
Deputy Luckenback told Mr. Forbes 
that, while everything was apparently 
regular on the face of the documents, 
he could not allow any papers to be 
taken from the office without Mr. Teed’s 
orders, and as that gentleman was at 
home sick he would have to wait till 
he came down town, which would prob- 
ably be Monday or Tuesday. Mr. 
Farbes then asked to examine the rec- 
ords, which was allowed, after which he 
left the office, saying he would. call 
again on Mr. Teed’s return. | 

Nothing more was seen of Mr. Forbes 
until yesterday, when he again called 
at the office. Mr. Teed was in at the 
time and the gentleman at once made 
known his business, and showed his 
credentials. Mr. Teed stated that he 
had no doubt but what it was all right, 
but he could not allow any of the ar- 
chives of the city to leave the office 
without an order of the Council, or 
some process of court by which he 
would be protected. Mr. Forbes could 
not see the matter in this light. He 
wanted the documents, and if they 
were not given up he would call in the 
assistance of the United States Marshal 
and take them any way, especially as 
he had the promise of Mr. Teed’s pred- 
ecessor that he should have the docu- 
ments when they were wanted. Mr. 
Teed asked who had made any such 
promise, but Mr. Forbes could not re- 
member the nameg Mr. Robinson, the 
Mayor's clerk, happened in the office 
and he was called 
on Mry Teed to explain 
matters, a having been City Clerk fer 
a number of years before he (Teed) 
went into oftice. Mr. Robinson could 
not recall any such promise, and said 
so. In the meantime, thegconversation 
proceeded, and Mr. Teed a liking Mr. 
Forbes’ manner, finally t him plainly 
that his conduct was very offensive to 
him, that he could not have the 
documents until he could. produce 
some order of court for them, 
and hinted that his visitor’s ab- 
sence was preferable to. his society. 
Mr. Forbes was reluctant about going, 
when Mr. Teed intimated very forcibly 
that he had better leave, which- he 
finally did, and no trouble ensued. 

Mr. Forbes then called on the United 
States Marshal, but as District Attor- 
ney Cole was out of the city, no action 
was taken in the matter last evening. 
Mr. Cole was looked for from San Diego 
last evening, and it is probable that 
some steps will be taken today to 
arrange the business. 

WILL PROBABLY MAKE A PIGHT. 

It was stated last evening that there 
would probably be a contest over the 
matter, and that the.papers would not 
be given up withouta struggle. It ap- 
pears that some years ago an agent of 
the United States Surveyor-General was 
sent out to gather up all the old Span- 
ish and Mexican archives for the use 
of that office. It was agreed that, after 
going through the papers, all those he- 
longing to the city and county should 
be returned, the Surveyor- -General to 
retain those belonging to the Govern- 
ment. This was done, and five volumes 
were returned to the county and three 
to the city. The three city volumes are 
the proceedings of the old gouncil, and 
relate particularly -to the land titles 
given by the old pueblo, and which cover 
all of the most valuable real estate in 
the city. Several years ago an agent 
of the Surveyor-General came to Los 
Angeles and got the county archives, 
which were carried. to the Surveyor’s 
office in San Francisco. It is stated 
that the then city attorney gave an 
opinion that the city archives would 
also have to go, but for some reason 
they were not taken, and they have ever 
since been in the custody of the City 
Clerk, nothing more having been heard 
of the matter until Mr. Forbes’ recent 
visit. 

It is further claimed that these ar- 
chives should not be allowed to leave 
the city, for the reason that they are con- 
stantly in use, and it would be an out- 
rage to compel citizens to go to San 
Francisco whenever they are to be con- 
sulted, or to pay a fee for having the 
work done, and as an example of the 
expense entailed it is stated that in 
looking up the water titles some years 
ago the city was compelled to pay Juan 
Toro $2000 to goto San Francisco and 
look up certain of the old documents 
that had been misplaced in the Sur-. 
veyor’s office. 

Mr. Forbes will probably have a con- 
sultation with District Attorney Cole 
this morning, when some plan of action 
will be agreed upon. In the meantime 
the arghives are locked up in the City 
Glerk’s vault, where they will remain 
until the matter of oon is settled 
beyond question.

‘IS IT M’LAUGHLIN: 


Vhe Identity of the Drowned Man Not 
Fally Established. 


Coroner Weldon returned from Santa 
Monica yesterday forenoon, bringing 
with him the body of the man found 
drowned in the surf Tuesday afternoon, 
and supposed to be Ed McLaughlin, a 
waiter who formerly worked in this 
city at various places and also at Santa 
Monica.

The Two Old Parties in the Electoral 
College. 
Overrating the Strength of the 
Farmers’ Alliance. 


The Doubtfal States—-New York Is Repub- 
lican—The Republicans will Win in 
1892, and the Alllance will 

Go to Pieces 


Los Nov. 18.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tur Times.] The correspondent 
who wrote that communication which 
Was published in yesterday's Times, in 
regard to the political complexion of 
the next Electoral College, must have 
been a thoroughbred Democrat or a 
rabid Farmers’ Alliance man, or else he 
is very ignorant on matters political. 
Hie asserts that ‘the Farmers’ Alliance 
claims great strength in Alabama, Ar- 
kansas. Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Carolina and South 
Carolina in the South; and in Kansas, 
Nebraska and Minnesota in the North.”’ 
As to the above-mentioned South- 
ern States, I do not believe that 
his proposition has been sustained. 


It is true that the pretended 
Farmers’ Alliance claim the celec- 
tion of J. S. CC. Irby as United 


States Senator for South Carolina to be 
an Alliance victory, but it is pretty gen- 
erally conceded that Mr. Irby is a 
dyed-in-the-wool Democrat and always 
has been, and you Can rest assured that 
he will vote with the Democratic party 
on all party. issues. As to the other 
Southern States, I cannot see that thev 
have developed any strength to speak 
of. The pretended great strength of 
the Farmers’ Alliance in the South is a 
cleverly concocted scheme by the Dem- 
ocratic party to beguile the Republican 
farmers of the Northern States to vote 
the Farmers’ Alliance ticket in order to 
split the Republican party. Minnesota 
did not vote this year, but judging from 
the returns in the adjoining State it is 
safe to say that Minnesota isstill solidly 
Republican. The electors for President 
are chosen by the people of the State at 
large) In 1890 the Republican candi- 
date for Governor of that State re- 
ceived 88,111 votes, the Democratic 
85,844, and the Farmers’ Alliance 58,- 
514—making a Republican plurality of 
2267. In 1886 the Republicans only 
carried the State by 2600 plurality 
over the Democrats, while just two 
years later, in 1888, Harrison carried 

the State by the enormous plurality of 
38,106. Is it not safe to predict that 
Minnesota will go Republican in the fu- 
ture, as it has inthe past? . 

In Kansas this year the Farmers’ Al- 
liance were completely knocked out; 
they were routed ‘horse, foot and dra- 
goon.’? Even in Jerry Simpson's own 
county, which one year ago went two to 
one Alliance, this year went two to 
one Republican. The Farmers’ Alliance 
never did have a mortgage on the elec- 
toral vote of Kansas. Even in 1890, 
when they retired Mr. Ingalls from the 
United States Senate, the Republicans 
carried the popular vote of the State, 
Humphreys  (Rep.) 115,- 

‘O25; Willits (F. A.) 106,972, and 
Robinson (Dem.) %71,357. to 
Nebraska, the conclusions are about the 
same. In regard to this State yourcor- 
respondent says: ‘‘There is no ques- 
tion, when the Alliance is only beaten 
2500 votes in Nebraska, with no Dem- 
ocratic ticket in the field, that it will 
be a very formidable party when the 
Democrats do run a ticket, as would be 
compulsory in a Presidential election.” 
Now, this fact alone clearly demon- 
strates the Republican superiority in 
that State. Don't believe fora moment 
that the Democratic party would vote 
with the greatest political enemy they 
have in the world, when it would be to 
their disadvantage todo so. The truth 
of the matteris, that the Democracy 
voted with the Farmers’ Alliance and 
the Republican party downed them 
both. 

The fact that North Dakota elected a 
Republican Congressman, having more 
votes than the Democracy and Alliance 
combined, offers no encouragement for 
the latter parties.

1883 Maine went Demogratic by nearly 
10,000, so did Kansas.by 15,000." In 
that year Pennsylvania went Demo- 
cratic by over 40,000, and a vear 
latef Blaine carriedit by 80,800. Ohio 
has gone Democratic several times in 
State elections, but never in a Presi- 
dential election.

THE Ur OHIO. 


Despite His Years, He Is Still a Bright 
and Vigorous Man. 

Patriotic citizens of Ohio are congratu- 
lating themselves over the completion of a 
history of their state, which in its method, 
arrangement and conditions of authorship 
is one of the most noteworthy books ever 
issued. 

Its author, Henry Howe, was born in 
New Haven, Oct. 11, 1816. The son of the 
first publisher of Webster’s Dictionary, 
and bred in an atmosphere of books ander 
the shadow of Yale college, it was but nat- 
ural be should take to authorship and 
publishing. His first work was “Memoirs 
of Eminent Mechanics,”’ issued by the Har- 
pers in 1839. In 1840 he traveled over the 
state of New York in association with John 
W. Barber, making drawings and collect- 
ing material for an historical work on that 
state, which was issned in 1841. Two years 
later was issued by them ‘Historical Col- 
lections of New Jersey.4 

In 1843-4 Mr. Howe singly made a tour 
over Virginia, largely pedestrian, and in 
1845 published ‘Historical Collections of 
Virginia.” These state works~New York, 
New Jersey anti Virginia—are scarce and 
out of print... The term “old gold” has 
been applied to them by admirers as books 
thumbed in youth which they in vain at- 
tempt to find in gld age. 

In 1846 MrvHowe went out over the 
mountains to Ohio, passing successively 
through every county in iton the back of 
an old, slow going horse, named, in irony, 
Pomp. Much of the state was then a wil- 
derness. He made drawings of the his- 
torical points and county seats, talked with 
the pioneers and eminent men of the com- 
monuwealth and gathered its history from 
those who laid the foundations. 


lections of Ohio,’’ a work of 600 pages, with 
177 engravings from his pencil sketches. 
It was immensely popular and had a great- 
er sale than any state work even to this 
day issued. Ou its publication he settled 
in Cincinnati, where for some thirty years 
he has resided, engaged in writing and 
publishing books, mainly historical, whigh 
were sold by subscription all over the coun- 


In 1877 he returned to New Haven, and 
after some literary ventures there, in the 
fall of 1885, on entering hisseventieth year, 
again went to Ohio to make a second tour 
of the state for a new edition of bis work. 
This, after about six years of close appli- 
cation, he accomplished by its issue in 
three large volumes. 

The new work contains all of the old; in 
it are the portraits and histories of Ohio’s 
eminent characters for the last hundred 


as 
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years; local and general information, leg- 
end and story, geography and antiquities; 
indeed, everything pertaining to Ohio and 
Ohio history. 

Throughout the work is contrasted the 
Ohio of today with that. of nearly fifty 
years ago. On his tours he kept “Travel. 
ing Notes,” which he bas introduced into 


history or art. These have a literary bon- 
homie that gives an agreeable individuality 
to hischapters. Heis exceedingly bright 
and entertaining, varied in anecdote, kind- 


spirit of humor. 

It is indeed a remarkable work, and Ohio 
is fortunate in the possession of such a his- 
torian. The general assembly of the state 
has given official indorsement of its worth 
by purchasing 1,200 sets’ for public libraries 
and other institutions. Otterbein univer: 
sity has conferred the degree of LL. D. 
upon Mr. Howe, and be kas been elected to 
honorary membership in many historical 
societies both within and out of the state. 
He now resides in Columbus, where he 
publishes bis work in connection with his 
son.

An Ordinance Tearing Upof 
Streets in the ree of Los Ang es and 
Providing a Penalty for the

HE MAYOR AND COUNCIL OF THE 
; city of Los Angeles qo ordain as fol- 
ows: 


SEcTION 1. Itshall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to tear up, exca- 
vate, open or remove any part of any street 
in the city of Los Angeles until they have 
deposited with the street superintendenta 
sum equal to forty (40) cents for each square 
foot ot surfacé in the case of paved or mac- 


*“adamized streets, asum equal to twenty (2) 


cents for each square foot of surface in case 
of graveled streets, and asum equal to ten 
(10) cents for each square foot of surface in 
case of streets which are neither paved, 
macadamized or graveled.so opened or re- 
moved, as set forth in a written request for 
permission to tear up, excavate, open or_re- 
move any partof anv street, filed with the 
street superintendent. The deposit with the 
street superintendent shall be held by him 
as a guarantee for the restoration of said 
street or part thereof to as good and per- 
fect condition as it existed before the exca- 
vation. Nodeposit shall be less than one 
doliar on any permit. 

SEc.2. The street superintendent, on the 
receipt. of the written request. shall issue a 
permit or permits to excavatein the street 
or streets in accordance with said written 
an ac- 
count of said deposit. provided that he shall 
not include in any one permit more than 
one block (allowing six hundred feet tothe 
block) of any street and one intersection. 

SEc. 3. Any’ person, 
excavating or tearin 
any paved street shall, upon the completion 
of the work for which. said street was torn 
up. at once notify the street superintendent, 
who shall detail an inspector who shdil see 
that the dirt is properly tamped and. in all 
excavations in which there are laid pipe of 
not more than four (4) inches in diameter, 
thatthe contractor returns all dirt taken 
out of said excavation. He shall be the sole 
one as to the length of time said excava- 

ion shall be required to lay before the pav- 
ing is replaced in said excavation, and shall 
be present during the paving and shall re- 
quire the base of all asphalt or bituminous 
paving to be of first-class cement concrete 
of notlessthan six (6) inches in thickness 
when completed. Before the paving is com- 
menced by the contractor he shall get from 
the street superintendent a written order 
allowing him to proceed with the work.

o obstruct the street or the travel thereon 
more than is actually. required to perform 
the work. Upon the favorable report of the 
inspector in charge the street superintend- 
ent shall return the money deposited to the 
depositor. 

In case the work is not’ prosecuted 
with due diligence, oris prosecuted so as to 
obstruct the street andthe travel thereon, 
or after the completion of the work it is not

A failure to make said restoration 
within the time specified in said notice, 
shall work a forfeiture to the city of Los 
Angeles of so much of said deposit made 
with the street superintendent as will be re- 
quired to restore said street or part thereof 
to as good and perfect condition asit existed 
before said excavation. andin case of such 
failure as aforesaid, the street superinten- 
dent shall at once have the restoration made,

Permits issued by the 
street superintendent are not transferable 
under any circumstances, and persons who

Sec. 9 Any person, firm or corporation

ion as it existed before the excavation.

Srction 1. Every person regularly en- 
gaged, or hereafter engaged, in the business 
of auctioneering either his own goods, or 
goods of others, at a fixed place or other- 
Wise, shall pay a license tax therefor at the 
rate of twenty dollars per quarter. 

Sec. 2. Every *-rson rincipally or 
wholly engaged in banking. loaning money
